The American proposals will be a 
set of principles for which it is hoped 
universal agreement can be obtained. 
They will be broad in churacter, and 
will serve as the basis for the future 
conduct of the nations in Asia. The 
reduction of naval strength is predi- 
cated on their acceptance. 

Substitute for Force. 

The international agency would be 
to put those principles into force, 
and to discuss the differences that 
would arise in their application and 
interpretation. 

It would be the substitute for force 


which has heretofore been the means 
of settlement, and which the confer- 
ence hopes to make obsolete, with all 
navies on a defensive footing. It would 
be the means through which the pow- 
ers would discuss their disaagreements, 
and arrive at decisions. Having sought 
to eliminate the causes of war, the 
agency would be an instrument to pre- 
vent creation of new causes for war. 

Differences would be certain to 

rise in the future, it is agreed, no 
matter in how great accord the powers 
find themselves as to principles. One 
power would interpret agreements in 
a way entirely jJifferent from another. 
The dispute as to the meaning of the 
agreement, and the 
Hay-l’auncefote treaty are cited as 
cases in point. In the Lansing-Ishii 
agreement the question at issue was 
what America meant by two words— 
“the special interests” of Japan in 
China, which she recognized. 

Not World League. 

What form the international agency 
would take—whether it would be a 
union, or concert, or conference of 
powers—remains to be determined. It 
might be a permanent tribunal of 
some sort, or it might be a confer- 
ence to meet at stipulated intervals, 
or when need arose. Two things are 
certain: It would not be a “league 
of nations” anything like the league 
that grew out of the world war, a~d 
it would not have force at its com- 
mand. America would not accept 
such an organization, in light of the 
last election. The weapons of the 
powers would be moral. 

Its members would probably be the 
powers now in conference, whose spe- 
cial interests in the Far East are rec- 
ognized.

Washington, November 15.—Predic- 
tion of a world shortage of cotton 
next summer was made in the senate 
today by Senator Smith, demucrat, 
South Carolina, in a speech analyzing 
the statistics on cotton for October, 
made public by the census bureau. 
Should the rate of consmuption for

the ensuing months equal or exceed | 
that of October, he said, there would | 
not be a bale of American cotton in|} 
existence by next August 1. 

In the course of his speech, Mr. 
Smith digressed to discuss what he 
said was the failure of congressional 
action intended to aid the farmers, as- 
serting that it seemed the only hope 
for the agricultural interests lay in 
the formation of their own co-opera- 
tive selling agencies and the establish- 
ment of their own bank. He added 
that relief legislation thus far had 
been converted each time into “breast- 
works behind which the interests op- 
posed to the farmers entrenched them- 
selves to destroy the farmers’ profits.” 

Exports and domestic consumption 


of cotton for October aggregated 1,- 

366,000 bales which, according to the 

senator, constitutes a record for 

monthly. disposition of the product. 
More Than 16,000,000. 

“At that rate,” he continued, “the 
exports and consumption between last 
August 1 and next August 1 will be 
more than sixteen million bales, and 
the best estimate of the visible supply 
that can be obtained shows only about 
twelve and a half or thirteen million 
bales.” 

A carry-over of about five million 
bales was estimated by Mr. Smith, 
while this year’s crop he believed 
would not exceed seven million bales, 
He made his figures liberal, he add- 
ed, but found no way to bring the 
two totals any way near together. 

Mr. Smith reviewed the many 
“cries” which he said: had forced the 
cotton prices down and told the sen-

Lord Robert Cecil Voices | 


Hearty Approval of First

London, November 15.—Lord Rob- 
ert Cecil, one of the outstanding fig- 
ures in the league of nations, and 
generally regarded as the leader of 
the more liberal elements in that as- 
sociation of nations, has given whole- 
heartedly approval and indorsement of 
the American disarmament proposals 
in an exclusive interview with the 
United News. 

Lord Robert’s statement, coming 
from a diplomat of his standing, may 
be- regarded as the first “semi-offi- 
cial’ expression of the league’s atti- 
tude towards the Washington confer- 
ence and its accomplishments. 

“I indorse the Hughes proposals 
wholeheartedly,” he declared. ‘They 
offer nothing in conflict. with the 
league's program for disarmament, 
and the program will be supported 
by every one who is anxious for 
the success of the objective for which 
the league itself is striving.” 

Would Limit Armies. 

Cecil pointed out that the Hughes 
formula does not inelude the military 
or land features of national arma- 
ment, an evil which he described as 
“one of the gravest in Europe.” 

“It would be a misfortune to the 
he said, “if the arma- 
ment of the maritime powers were re- 
duced and no jimitation were effected | 
of the present strength of European 
armies. 

“The program of the league of na- 
tions which was drawn up at the re- 
cent convention at Geneva, has been 
held up pending the progress of the 
Washington conference, but I hope 
now that the league will go ahead on 
its work as soon as possible.” 

Questioned regarding the possibil- 
ities of an agreement concerning land 
disarmament being reached at Wash- 
ington, Cecil declared it would be 
“very difficult to arrive at an under- 
standing on land armaments unless 
all powers were, represented at the 
American meeting.” 

Big Serbian Army. 

“Take Serbia’s case, for example,” 
he continued. ‘“Althougb she is one 
of the smallest powers in Europe she 
is today maintaining one of the larg- 
est armies on the continent—possibly 
the fourth in size—while the Serbian-

Countenance for Poker

Washington, November 15.—The 
contents of the Hughes speech Satur- 
day was an absolute secret even to 
Arthur Balfour. Mr. Balfour had no 
inkling of what Secretary Hughes had | 
in his mind. During the three hours’ 
conference between Mr. Balfour and 
Secretary Hughes Friday evening pre- 
ceding the conference, the American 
did not remotely hint at the charac- 
ter of his forthcoming speech. This is 
official and final and while the Amer- 
ican secretary of state may not be 
quoted, the denial comes from a man | 
high in the state department with 
handsome, frank features, strong vali- 
ent shoulders and a graying auburn 
beard, who was at one time governor 
of New York and has since occupied | 
positions of honor and trust and whose 
intimate knowledge whereof he speaks 
is undubitable. But it proves among 
other things that Arthur Balfour has 
a wonderful countenance for poker. 
Others around the conference table, 
Saturday, blinked and wet their lips 
as the astounding proposal of the 
American government came from our 
secretary of state. But, while the 
secretary was challenging the world 
to meet America’s program, Arthur 
Balfour alone of all the foreign vis- ! 
itors sat blandly smiling; complacent- 
ly shaking his head in approval from 
time to time and giving the strong 
impression that he was listening to 
something as familiar to him as Moth- 
er Goose or the principles of syn- 
thetic philosophy. 
Balfour’s Appearance. 
Tuesday, Mr. Balfour rose in the 
conference to answer the American 
challenge—the word challenge is Bal- 
four’s. He is a tall but not gaunt 
figure, with youth still in his vigor- 
ous frame—youth which belied the 
gray of his hair and the few deeply 
graven lines in his handsome face. 
He wore black—the frock coat of a 
statesmanlike cut. He had on a lay- 
down collar that covered the ends of 


a black bow tie. His watch chain 
crossed his vest at a low latitude giv- 
ing the effect of a long body under 
the high shoulders that stood almost 
at right angles to the sturdy neck.

Was Great Speech. 


His speech was most impressive. 
His actual’ words did not commit 
Great Britain to the American pro- 
posals so completely as the unction 
and the friendly quality of his voice 
seemed to be taking England to our 
proposals. His was the diplomat’s 
reserve, the statesman’s guarded can- 
dor. His words upon the printed 
page read well, and yet there was 
something fine and simple and digni- 
fied which gave a guarantée of sin- 
cerity even to the nicely chosen lan- 
guage.: The liar even in diplomacy 
cannot cdunterfeit the Incid forth- 
rightness of a speech like Balfour's. 
It was a great speech, as great as 
the oceasion called for.

It is refreshing that the secre- 
tary included the word “almost.” 
The authors of the system were 
convinced that they had prevent- 
ed forever an arbitrary shortage 
of currency. They have lived to 
see the most arbitrary shortage 
ever created in this country, and 
in January last the reserve board 
was boasting that it had “called in” 
something like $200,000,000 of cur- 
rency in a few weeks. The per 
capita debt is many times the per 
capita circulation, and it would 
hardly appear that money has been 
very free when the reserve system 
iself undertook to charge 871-2 
per cent for the use of it, as it did 
in at least one Case.

Secretary Mellon follows 
diculous arguments advanced 
Governor Harding and intimates 
that we must avoid the terrible 
things which have happened in Eu- 
ropean countries which inflated | 
their currency. Russia and Germa- 
ny did not inflate.

of that sort of money in the Unit- 
ed States. What has been asked 
for here is the employment of 
treasury gold for currency pur- 
poses, maintaining always the stat- 
utory reserve of 40, but what the 
reserve board has been doing is to 
hoard the gold until there is al- 
most double the reserve required 
by law. At one time the excuse 
for drastic currency restriction was 
given as a depleted gold supply. 
When that became absurd the ar- 
gument was changed and based on 
disciplinary grounds, as if it Was 
a function of the federal reserve 
hoard to regulate the morals of 
the American people. 

We are frankly amazed by Secre- 
tary Mellon’s statement that “com- 
mercial banks’ are not primarily 
borrowing institutions, they are 
lenders, and for them to borrow to 
lend at a profit is universally rec-

Plans to increase the membership 
of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
by getting the employed girls and 
women of Atlanta to join on an en- 
tirely new membership basis were 
decided upon at a meeting of the mem- 
bership campaign committee ‘Tuesday 
afternoon at 4 o'clock in the Cham- 
ber building. 

A list of 500 employed girls and 
women in Atlanta has been drawn 
up and letters asking them to attend 
a meeting soon will be mailed imme- 
diately. At this meeting the plans 
decided upon Tuesday will be pre- 
sented and explained. 

The by-laws, which include the pro- 
posed organization of women, and 
which were passed unanimously at 
Tuesday's meeting, were drafted by 
J. C. Robinson, secretary of the jun- 
ior chamber. By these laws a wom- 
un or girl who is_ self-supporting, 
whether she be a shop girl or the 
executive of a big coneern, will be 
allowed to join for $10 annually. She 
will have the right to vote and hold 
office in this organization, but will 
not be entitled to do the same in the 
inain chamber, as the women who pay 
annually $25 are permitted to do, 
Ilowever, the 5310 member can take 
part in all chamber forums and meet- 
ings and can participate in discus- 
sions at those meetings. If she de- 
sires, she can pay her $25 and be- 
coIne immediately a full-fledged mem- 
ber of the main chamber. 

It is the plan of the organizers of 
this new branch of the chamber of 
women to inaugurate courses, similar 
to those now in progress in the jun- 
lor chamber, for the discussion of the 
needs of business women of Atlanta, 
and the development among the em- 
ployed women of that co-operation 
and social life, which has been devel- 
oped among the men. Entertainment 
and social functions will also form 
a part of the organization. 

Tuesday’s meeting was presided over 
by Miss Laura Smith, chairman of 
the women’s department of the cham-" 
ber of commerce. Other women pres- 
ent were Mrs. M. T. Tagg, Mrs. Annie 
Wise, Miss Louise Dooly, Miss Jessie 
Muse, Miss Ada Booth, Mrs. C. E. 
Dowman, Miss John Bowie and Miss 
Jane Douglass. 

Mrs. Tagg, who is _ prominent 
throughout the United States as the 
largest woman underwriter of insur- 
ance in the world, said at the meet- 
ing that: “I am heartily in favor 
of co-operating in every way with 
the business girls of the city and IL 
feel that it is not only the chamber 
of commerce that has something to 
offer them, but that the girls have 
a great deal to offer to the chamber 
of commerce. I think this is a splen- 
did opportunity for the men and wom- 
en to co-operate.”

Hle said that the school officials 
whom he met frankly admitted that 
the junior high school plan is yet in 
its formative stage, but its operation 
is growing in fayor. He visited New 
York, Ne: vark, Washington, Balti- 
more and a few smaller cities.

Another thing the superintendent 
declared struck him forcibly was the 
experience he found manifest in New 
York’s teaching force. “The teachers 
there are in the work for life,’ he 
said. “I don’t believe I visited a half 
dozen schools in which I saw teachers 
less than 35 years old. 

“It is easily explainable. The min- 
imum salary of a high school princi- 
pal is $5,500, more than the superin- 
tendent of the Atlanta system _re- 
ceives. The maximum is about $10,- 
OOO. Salaries of grade principals run 
from $3,750 to $7,500 a year and 
grade teachers from $1,200 to $3,250.” 

The maximum salary of Atlanta 
grade teachers is $1,536. 

Has Double Sessions. 

Mr. Sutton asserted that he found 
New York far worse off in the mat- 
ter of double sessions than Atlanta 
has ever dreamed of facing, saying 
that he learned there are 190,000 chil- 
dren of the grammar grades in dou- 
ble sessions. 

He brought back a copy of New 
York’s school budget showing an ex- 
penditure for that city of $103,000,- 
000. “If our income were in the 
same ratio,” he said, “we would Lave 
instead of $1,600,000, about $5,000,- 
000.” 

Washington has magnificent school 
buildings, stated the superintendent, 
but he said all the other cities are 
badly in need of additional and better 
structures, like Atlanta.
